It is indeed unfortunate 
that our so-called ‘parti- 
cipatory democracy’’ is so 
ineffective. My specific ex- 
ample is Bill 67 respecting 
Wilderness Areas, recently 
passed in the Alberta Legis- 
lature, 

When introduced, Bill 67 
contained several clauses 
which caused extreme con- 
Sternation throughout the 
public; the major problem 
centering around a stated 
maximum size for designa- 
ted wilderness areas. The 
Bill was introduced by a 
cabinet minister, obviously 
reflecting the Cabinet's 
motives for public land use, 

The public concern for 
Bill 67 was conveyed to the 
elected representatives, | 
am personally aware ofvar- 
ious petitions, hundreds of 
letters, telegrams, phone 
calls, etc, Several elected 
representatives commonly 
known as “Back-benchers’’ 
responded, expressing int- 
erest in their constituents’ 
opinions, even discussing 


proposed amendments, 
However, when brought to 

the committee stage, Bill 67 

was unable to generate dis- 


cussion on the floor of the 
Legislature, other than a 
valiant attempt by the badly 
outnumbered official oppo- 
Sition, All the keen “back- 
benchers’ had been effect- 
ively silenced by the cabinet, 
thereby displaying their ine 
ability to represent the 
people, I am certain that 
these political decision 
makers are not able to pro- 
duce evidence of public sup- 
port for Bill 67 in the exact 
format as presented, 

Why then should public 
criticism of the Bill be ig- 
nored? 

There is something wrong 
with a political system which 
allows the people a say in 
their own affairs only at the 
polls. This can only be once 
every four or five years, 
and then people's judge- 
ments are colored by rosy 
election promises, I am told 
that the system could be 
worse, but that is a weak 
argument, Let us think about 
how it might be better!

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Newcomers hear views 
of 4. politicians 


Women of the Welcome 
Wagon Newcomers’ Club 
heard the views of four poli- 
tical speakers at their meet- 
ing last Wednesday, when 
guests were Dr. Norman 
Dolman, NDP and the three 
nominated candidates in St. 
Albert constituency, Keith 
Everitt, Social Credit, Er- 
nie Jamison, Conservative 
and Robert Russell, Liber- 
al, Each man was _ alloted 
10 minutes speaking time 
to open the discussions, 
after which the four men 
answered questions for 
nearly an hour, 

“The NDP had 1,400 votes 
in the last election in 1967"' 
said Dr, Dolman, ‘‘and it is 
important to the coming 
election where these votes 
will go, since the party has 
not fielded a candidate,'’ He 
felt that the trouble all over 
the world is largely due to 
frustration, “A feeling 
among the general public 
that you can’t get through - 
nothing happens,’’ ‘Young 
people feel what's the use, 
nobody cares’’ said Dr, Dol- 
man, ‘We need a governe 
ment that listens - and then 
will DO something, *’ On the 
subject of economics he said 
that one day education tax 
will come off property, “If 
the government pays for 
things that cost (education 
health and welfare) and gives 
away things that pay (our 
natural resources) then we 


are bound to have ine 
balance,’’ concluded Dr, 
Dolman, 


Noting that he has served 
as MLA for St, Albert since 
1959 Mr, Everitt made some 
comparisons between Al- 
berta and other provinces, 
‘We have no sales tax,’’ 
_ he said, ‘‘and the second 
lowest gasoline tax,’’ Alb- 
erta was also the first pro- 
vince to return the pro- 
vince's 25 per cent ofestate 
tax, premium from the fed- 
eral government, back tothe 
people, He talked on new 
legislation to bring in com- 
pulsory auto insurance on 
April 1, 1972, and the low- 
ering of the age of major- 
ity to 18, and the liberal- 
ization of liquor laws, ‘‘be- 
cause we listen to people 


and to young people.’’ Mr, 
Everitt also spoke on senior 
citizens lodges, auxiliary 
and active treatment hos- 
pitals, and mentioned the 
provincial government gave 
36,000 to the arena and 
2,000,000 to the hospital 
here, 

Conservative Ernie Jami- 
son felt that society had be- 
come obsessed with an idea 
that ‘‘the bigger something 
is the better it is.'’ Speak- 
ing of the size and power of 
big business, big unions, big 
government, huge sprawling 
cities and even organized 
crime in the hands of enore 
mous syndicates, Mr. Jami- 
son felt that “it is time for 
Albertans, and indeed all 
Canadians to take a hard 
look at where we are going. 
In St, Albert, he said ‘‘we 
have a chance to keep our 
town to the size of commun- 
ity we want to live in, I am 
unhappy with forecasts of 
80-100 thousand, and so are 
many people I talk to. ‘To 
prevent a concrete jungle 
from growing up tothe south 
of us, I believe the provin- 
cial government should pure 
chase green belt property 
and maintain it as open park- 
land’’ said Mr, Jamison, He 
spoke also of the serious 
lack of secondary industry 
and the resultant lack of jobs 
for young people, priority 
for the Sturgeon River Basin 
and the need for a ‘‘house- 
cleaning’’ in the legislative 
house, 

Robert Russell, Liberal, 
said he had served on both 
town council and the pro- 
testant school board for 
three years, and felt such 
experience was essential, 
“St. Albert is a unique 
town,’’ he said, ‘‘and I would 
like to see more St, Alberts 
in the province, There is a 
problem in the tax structure 
anid the type of hand-out 
grants from the provincial 
government, I was surprised 
at their action in cutting back 
the oil and gas royalty rev- 
enues to municipalities.’ 
Referring to the increase 
homeowners grant, Mr. 
Russell noted that young 
married couples and pene 
sioners who are renting are

At age 30, it suddenly 
dawned on him, He was a 
nobody, going no where, He 
joined AA for the second 
time and stuck with it, 

‘Initially,’? he said, “it 
is a physical, mental and 
spiritual effort to stay away 
from that first drink. [t re« 
quires a complete change of 
attitude to think sober,’’ 

Mark says he “is sober 
today by the grace of God 
and the help of many people 
who have come the same 
road,’’ He adds “in orderto 
keep my sobriety I must be 
willing to give away the 
knowledge I have received 
in gaining my sobriety ’’
